INCOME CUT 
PREDICTED 


Chief Says Decision of 
_ Court Against Bureau Mcy 
Paralyze Service 


A recent ruling of Superior 
udge Elliott Craig will slash the 
city’s Water Department revenues 
from $4,000,000 to $600,000 a year, 
and will make it impossible for 


the water system to continue to; 
operate if the present combination 
irrigation and domestic rate reé- 
mains in effect, it was declared 
yesterday by Chief Engineer Mul- 
holland of the Water reau. 

An annual revenue of $600,000, 
Mr. Mulholland pointed out, would 
amount only to one-half of the 
yearly interest and principal pay-— 
ments on water bonds, to say noth- 
ism of the huge financial require- 
ments necessary to operate and, 
maintain the city’s great aqueduct | 
and distribution system with its 
150,000 consumers. | 

Judge Craig's ruling was in con- 
nection with a suit instituted 
against the city by the Los Angeles) 
Country Club, in which that or- 
ganization sought to have its rates 
on waterused in sprinkling the golf’ 
eourse reduced from the general 
water rate to the combination ir-| 
rigation and domestic rate. The 
suit was decided in favor of the 
country club. 


The city's 1 water rate, 
pald by all industries, commercial 
concerns and olders, 


lished to encourage the growing 
of farm products and foodstuffs by 
small farmer: 


“If golf courses the com bine- 
tien Irrigation and domestic rate. 
every householder who sprinkles a 
lawn is entitled to the same rate 

This would mean that the t 
majority of these now 
10-cent rate would have to be 

at the %8-cent rate. It 
would mean the reduction of the 
water bureau's t annual rev- 
enue of about $4,000,000 to a $600,- 
000 revenve., 

“Such a terrific slash in the city’s 
Water revenues leave the 
department paralyzed and unable 
to Operate either the aqeuduet 
system or the es distributing 
aystem. The $600.000 would 
amount to only one-half of the an- 
nual interest and principal pay- 
ment requirements on outstanding 
water bonds to say nothing of the 
operation, maintenance and neces- 
wary betterments to the water

Tie this on over the 
little shirt, pulling the cuf? down 
and then turning it back over the 
cardboard. and pinning it there. 
This permits free moriment at the 
wrist and shoulder but none at the 
elbow, so that it is impossible to 
get the hand to the mouth. 

The secret success in this 
splinting method is to keep the 
splints on night and day untill the 
child has forgotten the habit. It 
is Inconventent and somewhat dis- 
agreeable for the child at the time 
but not nearly so inconventent and 
disagreeable as a deformed mouth 
and thumb will be if the thumb 
sucking habit ts persisted In.

Reduction Through Ap- 
peal to Commission 


FRESNO, March 23.—Aggres- 
sive action on the part of the city 
of Fresno to bring about a reduc- 
tion to 6 cents in street car fares 
will be made when the California 
Railroad Commission opens 
fermal hearing on the financial and 
physical vaulation statements of 
the Fresno Traction Company, 
Perry F. Bryan, city engineer, 
stated today. Brown and City At- 
torney Harry M. Johnston will rep- 
resent the city at the hearing, 
Brown eaid. 

There is a possibility that the 
present 6-cent fare may be re- 
duced 1 cent on the showing made 
by the traction company's finan- 
cial statement, and other data from 
their accounts, which are now in 
the hands of Railroad Commission 
accountants, Brown said, and with 
that point in mind he and John- 
ston will extend every effort to 
bring about a reduction. 

Changes in the administration of 
the traction company’s affairs may 
be ordered by the Halilroad Com- 
mission as a basise for economies 
on which the fare reduction may 
be made possible, Brown said, and 
these, with other details of the 
company's capital investment and 
income, will be closely scrutinized 
beth by the citys representatives 
and the Railroad Commissionsgex- 
perts. 

A statement recently made by 
the traction company showed a 
profit of $44,239.68, or abeut 6 
per cent on a historical reproduc- 
tion cost, undepreciated, of opera-
